S. O. 356(E).—WHEREAS the Central Government is of the opinion that 
it is necessary to appoint a Commission of Inquiry for the purpose of making 
an inquiry into a definite matter of public importance, namely, the assassination 
of Shii Rajiv Gandhi, former Pci-. ~ Minister of India on the 21st May, 1991 ; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the 
Commissions of Inquiry Act, 1952 (60 of 1952), the Central Government 
hereby appoints a Comm' ion or Inquiry consisting of Justice Shri J. S. Verma, 
a sitting Judge of the Supr_ : _>-urt of India. 

2. The Commission shall m2 . an 'uiu y with respect to the following 
matters :— 

(a) whether the assassinat or, of Shri Rajiv Gandhi could h. c been 

averted and whether there were lapses or uen tion of duty in 
this regard on the part of any of the individual responsible for 
his security;

7. The Central Government is of the opinion that, having regard to the 
nature of the inquiry to be made and other circumstances of the case, ail the 
provisions of sub-section (2), sub-section (3), sub-section (4) and sub-section (5) 
of section 5 of the Commissions of Inquiry Act, 1952 (60 of 1952), should be 
made applicable to the said Commission and the Central Government, in exer¬ 
cise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of the said section 5. hereby 
directs that all the provisions of the said sub-sections (2), (3), (4) and (5) of that 
section shall apply to the Commission.
